1. North Ti«tfiu receive* all of its petroleum 
■mpplteu from Communist countries, principally ths 
CSSa . 9e have no evidutce to l&Olcato that say fro® 
world oil eaters the DRV. 

Imports of petroleum products front the Soviet 
Bloc aad China by the DRV la 1065 amounted to 175,000 
tone. 

Most of the ell from the BBSS is shipped is 
Soviet tankers, the reminder is shipped by rail 
through Chins and to a lesser degree in Soviet cargo 
ships. All aviation gasoline and Jet fuel is sup- 
plied by rail from the DSSE. 

2. In the past fee snaths, there has bran an 
increasingly large movement of supplies, including 
gasoline, into the southern provinces of north 
Vietnam. Road natch teens in Laos reported 12 tank 
trucks on an infiltration route in Laos in December. 
Some of the gasoline undoubtedly is being assd to 
support the movement of sen and supplies through the 
Laotian panhandle into South Vietnam. In the period 
27 December 1065 through 3 January 1066 name 48 cargo 
trucks per day moved south on one of the newly con- 
structed infiltration routes. 

We believe it unlikely that petroleum (ae an 
item of supply) is being moved from Worth Vietnam 
to South Vietnam. 

3. Viet Qcmg requirements for petroleum products 
probably are quite email, and we believe that they 
acquire their supplies within South Vietnam. They 
have mam© vehicles and self-propelled craft as veil 
as none poser generators and other power -driven equip- 
ment for which they need fuel, however. Known erasures 
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of acquisition include taxation la hind of the 
contents of petroleum task trucks, outright seizure 
of petroleum supplies, sad discreet pur ebace Ires 
local gasoliae etstioos is South Viet asm, 

4. The Viet Coag levy aoaetary teaea os 
lBt*ml transportation in side areas of the 
country sad trucks engaged io moving civilian 
oil supplies to areas outside of taigea are also 
subject to this **tan". la ordsr to avoid con- 
tributing directly te the Viet Coug, the Major oil 
iaporters (Seen, Celts* and Shell) ao loager dis- 
tribute their products la their own trucks, but 
hire local Vietnamese contractors for this purpose. 
The ao reseat of oil overland in South Vietnam has 
been restricted by VC interdiction of roads and 
some supplies for civil use aoe are moved by eater 
and air rentes. 
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
